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FmHA refuses їо finance 
Glades solid waste plan 


BELLE GLADE--Plans to build a solid waste disposal facility 
to handle all the garbage and trash in western Palm Beach 
County received a blow last weel: when the U.S. Farmers 
Home Administration (FmHA) refused to finance the project. 

Palm Beach County Solid Waste Authority Director Tim 
Hunt and engineers with Barker, Osha and Anderson, the 
firm doing most of the study on which plans were based, had 
assured local officials consistently FmHA was interested in 
funding the project because emphasis at the federal level has 


turned to regional concepts in waste disposal. 

The application for a $1,645,185 loan was turned down in 
Washington D.C. last week however, on grounds the 
administration's regulations require ‘‘additional security 
other than facility revenues.” : 

"Loans may be secured by bonds pledging solid waste 
disposal revenue,” the regulation cited states, ''only when 
the revenue pledged includes that from the solid waste 
project plus revenue from other facilities of the-applicant with 
tie-in enforcement rights, or by the taxing power of 
perticipating local governments.” 

Hunt pointed out Tuesday the Authority has no other 
facilities on which enforcement rights can be tied in and the 
only way ad-valorem taxes could be raised would be to set up 
a special taxing district.: 3 

Hunt said the county couldn’t pledge ad valorem taxes, 
because they would have to be raised county-wide and the 
contracts signed by Belle Glade and South Bay, which agreed 
to the contract ohly Tuesday evening, specifically ban the use 
of city.taxes as a means of guaranteeing income for the 
facility. 

The Authority~has no taxing power of its own and a

And even fewer like parking 
tickets. Some dont like them 
enough to try to do something 
about them. And Bernie Lee is the 
ringleader. 

Bernie is owner-manager of 
Dave's Palm Beach Shop on 
Avenue A and last week, he took a 
day off from work and went around 
collecting signatures of business- 
men against parking meters, 

Didn't have any trouble getting 
signatures, either. He said his 
main problem was trying to get 
around to everybody, but the ones 
he saw wanted him to stay and 
“gripe to him about parking meters. 

Parking meters were originally 
installed to keep business em- 
ployees from taking up spaces that 
should be reserved for customers. 
It's worked to a degree. Now all 
the employees in the downtown 
area park in the lots of a few 
businesses that have space re- 
served for their customers. 

Few, if any, of the businessmen 
on Avenue A, B and Main Street 
are happy with the situation, but 
to my knoledge, Bernie is the only 
one who is trying to work up a 
solution. 

I told him I would help all I could 
and in keeping with that promise, 
here's a Lampton Better Idea. It 
мой“ cost you anything to keep оп 
reading, except maybe eyestrain. 

My idea is to create'an all-new 
kind of parking meter. It would be 
a combination parking meter and 
slot machine, or one-armed bandit 
to those of you who have been to 
Las Vegas or the Islands.

that the Farmers Home Administration was definitely 
interested and there would be’ little trouble getting a 
combination loan and grant to build the incinerator, the 
landfill and the mulching operation funded through FHA. 

That's what was so disturbing about the bombshell last 
week when Washington decided that, no, they couldn't 
finance the project. Even more disturbing was the reasons 
they gave. Without the use of ad valorem taxes or tie-in 
enforcement rights, there seems no way they're willing to 
take on the project. ї 
. Which is something like being told by the bank they're 
perfectly willing to loan you money to build your new home 
but only if you don't need' it. : 

Since the only legal way we can see-for ad valorem taxes to 
be raised would be a special taxing district, something pretty 
hard to accomplish in the 60 days before the. application 
expires, and considering the fact the Authority has no 
existing facility to mortgage for tie-in enforcement rights, the 
picture appears, as Authority Executive Director Tim Hunt 
put it, bleak. 

There's little question the project can still be funded. The 
financial study has been made based on no loan or grant and’ 
it can still presumably be carried out that way, but it will be 
considerably more expensive. 

And there's still the nagging question of FmHA's 
announced policy of supporting regional disposal projects 
while handicapping any real attempt to provide financing to 
such projects. 

Not to mention the. question of why the requirement for 
more collateral than tipping fees was never mentioned, as far 
as we know, in any of the public meetings and why the 
financial picture has:so consistently been painted so rosy а 
color. . Ў 

The planned three phase disposal plant is a good one but 
there are apparently some questions which need to be 
answered. Some of those questions can only be answered in 
Washington but that doesn't appear likely unless there is 
some Congressional intervention.

Speaker tells Rotarians to 
wake up before it's too late 


Belle Glade-His speech was 

entitled "Let Freedom Ring" but it 
could just have well been "Wake 
Up, America" and the message 
Vern Burkhart delivered to the 
Belle Glade Rotary Club Tuesday 
a& their luncheon meeting was 
clear. 
"We've got a sickness in this 
country,” said Burkhart, " and it's 
worse than all our other problems. 
That sickness is the apathy of the 
great American middle class.” 


Burkhart is an active member of 
the Lake Placid Rotary Club and 
has delivered his message of 
warning to various organizations 
from coast to coast in over 300 
lectures. 

He urged the local Rotarians to 
“wake up, stand up, and speak up”, 
saying too many people today are 
asking only what their country can 
do for them, 

Catching his stride, he launched 
into, an .attack on government 
giveaway Welfare and foreign 
aide programs and it was clear he 
was reflecting the thoughts of the 
local members as they nodded in 
agreement as he made point after 
point. 

“Millions depend on Washington 
to do for them what they should be 
doing for therfiselves;” he said. 
"The U.S. Government is the 
biggest business in the world and 
it should be run on a business-like 
basis. Deficit financing is not 
financially or morally right.“ 
"The threat of Communism to this 
country is very real today." 
"We,can' cure poverty with 
money. It's only cure is through 
production." » 

"In spite of the billions we have 
given away in our own country to 
cure poverty, the welfare rolls 
continue to grow. Should we allow 
those who live off the government 
to be active in controlling it?" 

"When a man receives somé- 
thing for nothing, it means a man 
somewhere who has worked for* 
something doesn't receive it." ' 

"Laws today make it harder for 
an individual who із. a winner to 
become a winner. There is no such 
thing as equality and the people 
who came to America came here so 
they could excell, not be equal.”
